REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The arguments presented by the applicant are very similar to the arguments which were previously presented wherein the 
examiner retains the position that the combination of the references teach or suggest the claimed invention. Specifically 
concerning the "stick-to-surface" force being provided to the user is obvious considering the "stiffness" feel which is disclosed 
by Ziles as explained in the office action. The stiffness feel being a feel that would resist movement or motion which is the same 
feel that would result with a stick to surface feel. The users' movements will have resistance imposing on them due to the stick 
to surface feel generated by the feedback device. It is the examiner's position that while Ziles did not specifically state the 
usage of a "stick-to-surface" feel it would be obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art for the "stiffness" feel to have the 
ability to generate an eguivalent feel as explained above. The arguments are also directed towards some unclaimed subject 
matter including locking the haptic device to the surface. However, as explained above the "stiffness" feel would generate a 
force to lock the device to the surface by allowing the stiffness to be high enough to restrain the device to the surface. For these 
reasons and reasons as stated in the previous office action it is believed by the examiner that the combination of the references 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed subject matter.
